Blame For Akron 
Catastrophe Is 
PlacedJJy State 


Inspectors Find That Contracting 


Firm Was Guilty Of Negligence 
and Carelessness—Placed Charge 
of Dynamite too Close to Restau- 
rant Building. 


COLUMBUS, O., MAY 19.—Blame 


for the explosion which wrecked the 
Crystal restaurant at Akron, May 15, 
which resulted in eight deaths and a 
score or more being seriously injured 
was tonight fixed upon Branklin Bros., 
Akron contractors, by Inspectors Al- 
fred Bates, A. E. Hols and F. P. Chris 
tian, of the State Industrial Commii- 
sion. 
These contractors were exca- 


vating for a new building adjoining 
the restaurant. 
The 
inspectors say 


that the contractors 
violated 
both 


written and verbal orders of the Ak- 


ron building inspectors. 
Carelessness 


anrl negligence are charged it being 
held that the blast of dynamite weak- 
ened the walls of the restaurant build- 


ing. 
City authonties 
are 
absolved 


from any blame in connection with 
the catastrophe. 


The report cites that the building 


was weaked four years ago whe^n it 
was repaired one of the joists having 
been removed. It is pointed out, how- 
ever, that had it not been for the 
explosion the building 
would 
have 


stood for years to come.

GREECE TRANSFERRING MONEY 


FROM LONDON TO AMERICA 


Million* Hav« B«en R*mev*d From 


Banki In British Empfr*. 


The government of Greece Is quietly 


but steadily transferring Its funds 
from London to New York. According 
to estimates by bankers whose insti- 
tutions are depositories for 
Greek 


funds, an excess of §75,000,000 has 
found its way to this country from 
London for Greek account since Greece 
fulled to aid Servia when that coun- 
try was attacked by Germany. AUI-- 
trin and Bulgaria-^While bankers stau 
Unit this UKHcment on the part of 
Greece docs not necessarily mean that 
she intends going to war with Great 
Britain or severing- diplomatic rela 
tloiis T\ ith any of the entente allies, it 
Is tnkcn as a precautionary move by 
King Constantino a government in case 
a brenk should coine. 


London always had been a favorite 


depository for Greek funds, owing to 
tbc fact thnt Greece did a In-ge part of 
her borrowing in Great Britain. Lon- 
don, too. was the center of the interna- 
tional iunuey market, and baring funds 
on deposit there made it easier to make 
payments lu other parts of the world. 
Wheti the concerted attack of the three 
Teutonic allies begfcn on Servia bank- 
era In New York noticed an increase 
in the amount of Greek funds being > 
transferred 
to this market When 


British and French troops seized Salon- j 
Ikl tho transfers of Greek government! 
funds to the United States were aug- 
mented largely. 


The transfers of Greek funds to New j 


fork do not menn that Greece is ship-' 
ping gold. She is disposing of sterling 
credits which she has in London by 
Milling them in Now York. The pro- 
ceeds received from tb* sale of these 
credits nre then turned Into dollars 
and deposited in Kinks. Greece lias re- j 
ccntly l>ocn Increasing the number oft 
her depositing bants In this country' 
in order to distribute the funds she is' 
storing

government is receiving large sums 
from both Grrnt Britain and France i 
for the occupation of Salonlkl and for, 
snpplie".

CORN IN THE MILL 


Farmers will he tempted this spring 


more than ever hefore to fertilize corn 
in the hill because of {.he high prices 
nf fertilizers caused by the European 
war. but this practice is false econ- 
omy, ac'-ording to T>ireftor <*• E- Thor- 
ne of the Ohio Experiment Station. 
In the May Monthly Dulh'lin he ex- 
plains (hat uhilf a spoonful of fertil- 
i/.'-r app!i<-ii in the hill may giv«- the 
rorn a good start, spreading fertilizer 
over all t'l- ground will Iw.- more pro- 
liialil'' in the ions run. 


Sip<-<- Hie roots of the plant extend 


out several feet around it, the fertil-| 
i/.er can be utilized better by the plant! 
if spread over all the feeding surface.1' 
A spoonful put in the hill can be used ! 
hy only :>. few roots- close to it. 
Di- 


rector Thorne Mays, "The plant root.s 
can no more perform their full office 
around a sinKli; spoonful of fertilizer 
than can a swarm of bees till their 
hive from one clover blossom, even 


I ho that blossom stood in an inexahu- 
stiblc fountain of nectar." 


Then again, corn canno; use all the 


plant food, and following c.rops will 
make1 best use of the fertilizer when it 
is spread evenly over the field. 
The 


incroa.se in yield of these crops is of- 
ten nearly an much as that secured In 
the crop fertilizer. In one experiment 
at Wooster fertilizer has been applied 
only to wheat. The fertilizer has cans 
ed an increase in yield in the other 
four crops in the rotation of 86 per- 
cent of that secured In the wheat 
crop.

.similar 
experiment 
at 


Slrongxvillc substation this increase 
has hccn 97 percent. 
When fertilizer 


is put only in the hill of corn, it is 
out «-f reach of !).') plants in every 100 
-jf the .small grains and grasses which 
follow the corn.

SLEEPING HORSES. 


Shyncu of th« Animals In th» Matttt 


of Lying Down. 


All horses when turned out in 


pasture .ire more prouc to take their 
rest lying down ihan when confined 
in stable stalls, but even when prac- 
tically free from human restraiut 
and observation or uny likelihood of 
danger they seldom iake more than 
an hour each night in the recum- 
bent position, and that period is 
generally indulged in at about 
mid- 


night. 


A noted veterinarian says: "There 


are some curious facta regarding tho 
disposition of horses in the matter 
of lying down. To a hard working 
horse repose is almost as much of a 
necessity ns good food and water; 
but, 
tired as lie may be, he is on 


unirnnl very shy about lying down. 
I have known instances where sta- 
blemen declared thnt the horses in 
their charge had never been known 
to take rest in thnt manner, but al- 
ways slept standing. 
In some of 


these instances the animals were 
constantly under human watchful- 
ness night and day, and in other 
cases the conclusions were arrived 
at because no marks of the bedding 
were ever found upon their coats. 
I now recall nn instance of a horse 
that stood in a, stall near the en- 
trance of a livery stable. No one 
ever snw that animal lying down 
within a period of fifteen years, and 
he finally died standing." 


It is a theory—only a vague sup 


position—that a horse sleeps stand 
ing because he fears that insects 
or mice may creep up his nostrils. 
It is also known that tho clcphunt 
has the same horror of mice and 
that a small rodent con cause more 
consternation among a herd of those 
colopgal animals than can a tiger or 
boa constrictor. 
A mouse in the 


hay at a circus will cause every cle 
pliant in the collection to hold his 
trunk aloft, plainly indicating that 
they fear the little creature may 
take refuge in the probosia oriGce. 


But to return to horses: It has 


always been said that they "sleep 
with one eye open" and arc con 
stantly on punrd. An Indian shod 
in cotton felt moccasins, practicing 
all the sly arts of his people, could 
not, 
with the wind in his favor, ap 


proach a sleeping liorec without be- 
ing detected. No odds how weary 
a liorec may l>c, his cars are con 
etantly turning and twisting, so thai 
their funnels may catch the slight- 
cat unusual noises.—Inland Farmer.

The cypress and 
the olive are. said to live 800 year.-, 
the oak l,.jOO, tbe cedar 2,000 and 
the big Californian trees 4,000 
years.—London Chronicle.
